SECOND ATTAGK OF TEXANS UPON SANTA FE OF NEW MEXICO 

Chihuahua, Friday, June 16, 1843 


The "Republican” of New Orleans of May 15, 1843> official news- 
paper, States the following. . . . TEXAS. 

By the Steamer "New York" which arrived here yesterday, we have 
received Texas papers of the lóth inst. 

There are only two important points in those papers; (1) a 
Proclamation by Pres. Houston against Commodore Moore, and (2) an 
account of another expedition against Santa Fe under the orders of Col. 
Snively. "A forcé of 500 to 800, recruited voluntarily, all mounted, 
had departed from the on the 15th of 

April; it is now said that they had Information of all the Mexican 
Caravans that expected to go from Santa Fe to St. Louis and that prob- 
ably they would intercept them on the road, their object undoubtedly 
not ending in that. The City of Santa Fe would be seized, and, if 
they thought it prudent, and if the people of the Country are able to 
distinguish their friends and benefactors from the tyrants and blood- 
suckers that now oppress them, an expedition would be undertaken against 
Chihuahua and all the North of México might be induced to revolt. This 
is certain, the men composing the expedition are determined not to re- 
turn without (Gens.) Armigo and Lewis alive or dead." The Proclamation 
of Pres. Houston has caused much sensation in Texas, the papers speaking 
of it in most unfavorable terms. 

Repudiation seems to have taken place in Texas. The new Secretary 
of the Treasury, Dr. Jas. B. Miller, has been praised to the stars for 
his integrity. "We cannot believe (says the Editor) that he will ever 
sanction or be the advócate of the detestable doctrine of repudiation." 


Furthermore, by the same trustworthy channels which make us sure 
of the truth of the expedition to which the foregoing notice refers, 
we can State that the Commanding General of this Dept. has issued neces- 
sary orders for the Section stationed in El Paso under Command of 
Assistant Inspector D. Maurice Ugarte to march from that place to the 
protection of the forces in the Dept. of New México, notwithstanding 
that the same Commanding General D. J. Mariano Monterde will march later 
at the head of the other Section which is being got ready with the same 
object.

EXTRA TO NUMBER 31 of The Official Review 
Today's Extra from New México on the invasión of that Department by the Texans. 

Chihuahua, Thursday, July 20, 1843. 

Auxiliary Operations-brigade of New México - General headquarters. His Excel- 
lency the Commanding General in New México, under date of the third of the 
current month, from Santa Fe, has given me the following statement: 

"I arrived today in this capital city, and because of the extremely 
dangerous conditions prevailing in the Department under my oommand, I made 
that same day the following statement to the commanding officer of the Ban- 
guardia División, Lt.-Col. Don Mauricio Ugarte: *1 arrived in this capital 
city today and upon my arrival I received, along with Your Excellency*s* 
dispatch dated the 29th of the current month [i.e., June], the sealed papers 
which you were pleased to endose and of which I have taken note. It appears 
to me that it would be not at all advisable for Your Excellenoy and your 
troops to delay even a single day; the enemy is undoubtedly already heading 
for this Department, the frontiers of which are guarded only by auxiliarles 
and the resident population. It is essential for us to go forth to oppose 
them before they get near the frontiers and to take up a strong position at 
some advantageous point. To this end the troops under your command are 
absolutely necessary, and therefore, the dangerous situation permitting of 
no delay, Your Excellency will please advance with his troops. This step 
will not in the circumstanoes meet with the disapproval of His Excellency 
General Don Mariano Monterde. I shall remain here only precisely as long as 
it requires to 3ummon up resources for the relief of my troops of the line, 
and I shall expect the arrival of Your Excellency's forces within this period, 
so that a respectable body may go forth to encounter the enemy. And under 
today*s date I am informing His Excellency General Don Mariano Monterde of

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these circumstances and of the existing necessity for Your Excelleney to 
advance with all dispatch. I have the honor of offering to Your Excelleney 
consideration of my eateem. I do not doubt that Your Excelleney, keenly aware 
of the urgent situation, will take steps to see to it that the Banguardia 
División situated at Luis López, which adjoins my own area, will prosecute 
its maroh with the energy that the said situation requires, for the enemy is 
not losing a moment ñor neglecting any means in forwarding their enterprise. 

I am already taking steps towards Your Excelleney's effecting a junotion of 
his división with mine, and I urge you to proceed by double marches, at the 
same time keeping me informed of your position so that I shall be able to 
keep you in touch with the course of events. 

And I have the honor of stating further for your additional Information 
that from private letters it is known that the Texans are heading for the town 
of Taos, which place is certainly in great danger of being taken by the enemy 
for various reasons—among them the defenseless state of the inhabitants; and 
I therefore hope that Your Excelleney will dispatch with the utmost speed and 
without further eonfirmatory orders the rearguard división remaining in that 
city [i.e., where you are]. I likewise have no doubt that you will proceed 
ably, energetically, and effectively in sending me the necessary reinforce¬ 
menta for my command; in anticipation of this, I pursue my march to Santa Fé.

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MOST EXCELLENT SIR. 

The Department of New México having been invaded today and the integrity 
of the territory of the Republic having been threatened by a mob of perfidious 
and ingrate adventurers, who now for the second time have had the temerity to 
tread upon our soil under the absurd pretensión of being conquerors after 
having several times been subjected to humiliation only to take advantage of 
our generosity;—we the undersigners of the present respectful address, ani- 
mated by the patriot fire that burns in the heart of every Mexican, present 
ourselves today to Your Excellency in order to declare to you that,—though 
we are confident that the Nation and its present Government have at their dis- 
posal all the power and necessary energy, not only to repel an invasión of 
bandits such as now has presentad itself in New México, but even to measure 
its forcee with honor against those of any other civilized people, and though 
we are also keenly aware of the firmness of our Departmental government and 
of the fact that it can rely upon all the inhabitants and resources of our 
Department,—we cannot refrain from bringing to the attention of Your Excel¬ 
lency the zeal which nourishes our hearts and the desire which we have (though 
we are but plain citizens) to enter the conflict in the quality of common 
soldiers and at our own expense, with the object of risking the same fate as 
may be the lot of those brave men who have already marched to repel an in¬ 
vasión as unjust as it is audacious. 

We believe, Most Excellent Sir, all the sons of Chihuahua and all those 
who bear the ñame of Mexican to be animated in the present eireumstances by 
the same spirit which moves us, and that they are only waiting for a nod from 
the government to rush into combat, We also believe that our government re- 
gards with contempt that horde of bandits, and that without our assistance it 



can punish them with great severity; yet we wish to have the honor of enlist- 
ing oursalves under the colors of DEFENSORES PATRIAE; we wish to have our 
share in the hardships of a long earapaign and in the dangers of our brave 
fellow-countrymen, and also in the glory which must be shed upon them.

The wretchesl Can 
those vile oreatures perchanoe believe that the defeat of a small part of our 
forces such as they took by surprise in the Napeste is going to make it pos- 
sible for them to proceed with impunity to take possession of Santa Fé, the 
capital of that Department? Indeed they will fail to overeóme in blood combat 




the brave men who will know how to punish their temerity honorably and de- 
oisively and who will prefer death to disgrace; they will fail to sprinkle 
with blood the soil that lies between Taos and Santa Fe; and finally they will 
fail to deserve the ñame of victors when they measure their forces against the 
intrepid Chihuahuans who are on their way to New México under the oomajand of 
the brave and honored General Don Mariano Monterde,—to say nothing of all 
those others who are still in this Department but who are eager to render Ser¬ 
vices of every kind to their oountry.. 

An incontestable proof of such patriotism we exhibit to the world most 
joyfully by publishing the foregoing address in this extra. It is signed by 
the leading citizens of this city*; in it are to be seen expressed sentiments 
the most noble, the most patriotic, and the most worthy of every Mexican, and, 
in short, it makes olear in the most laudable and most explicit manner that 
the Chihuahuans, far from being heedless of their country's fate in this con- 

fliot, rather on the contrary--now as on other occasions—let it be known that 

by way of fulfilling their duties as good citizens, they, without needing to 
be called by authority, spontaneously offer to the Government their persons 
and their property. This line of conduct, above all praise and worthy of 
being the subject of eneomium by a better pen than ours, we have no doubt will 

be followed by all Chihuahuans who reside outside this city—for we know their 

sentiments. Who, therefore, can lack confidence in a favorable outcome to the 
glorious enterprise of oombating that handful of adventurers, who, strangers 
to honor and gratitude, have the audacity to entertain the project of seizing 
New México,—who can lack such confidence, when we see ourselves surrounded
